To Whom It May Concern: 

Campaign for Accountability (“CfA”) makes this request for public records, regardless of 
format, medium, or physical characteristics, and including electronic records and information, 
audiotapes, videotapes, and photographs, pursuant to Kan. Stat. § 45-215 etseq. 

Specifically, CfA seeks copies of all solicitations, grant proposals, grant agreements, 
reimbursement requests, and/or purchase orders pertaining to the Senator Stan Clark Pregnancy 
Maintenance Initiative. This request is for records from July 1, 2015 to the present. 

By way of background, the Department of Health and Environment awards grants to 
individuals and organizations to provide services to pregnant women pursuant to Kan. Stat. § 65- 
1, 159a. The legislature appropriated $338,846 to the initiative for fiscal years 2016, 2017, 2018, 
and 2019. 1 

If it is your position that any portion of the records requested is exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to Kan. Stat. § 45-221, please provide a written notice indicating the basis for that 
determination. Kan. Stat. § 45-218(d). If a requested record contains material that is exempt from 
disclosure as well as material that is not exempt, please produce the portions of the record that 
are not exempt. Kan. Stat. § 45-221(d). 

CfA is a non-profit organization and seeks the requested information primarily to benefit 
the general public. Furnishing copies of these records will allow CfA to inform and educate the 
public about state funding received by a private organization. Accordingly, CfA requests that the 
information be provided without charge. If a fee waiver is not available, please inform me if the 
cost will exceed $200. 

Please respond to this request within three business days, as required by Kan. Stat. § 45- 
218(d), either by producing the requested records, providing an explanation for the delay and a 
date upon which the records will be available, or providing a written explanation regarding your
